Mayor Hyle Carmichael announced Monday an anticipated 
decrease of more than one third in Romulus’ State 
Equalization factor this week, and simultaneously called for 
"even more scrutinization" of the equalization concept. 

it is my observation after nearly a year of reassessment 
by county personnel and from results of Romulus’ Board of 
Review," the mayor said, "that equalization tends 
sometimes to treat property owners equally unfair as easily 
as it supposedly corrects inequities." 

Noting that he hopes to come up with some suggestions for 
revisions in the system in the near future, Carmichael 
charged that State Equalization is currently the "single 
largest influence increasing local tax bills without voting 
approval " 

"What is happening is that two factors influence the dollar

costs of taxes - the assessment value and the millage rate,” 
he said. 

"The law has left control of the one factor, millage rate, in 
the hands of the people or their elected representatives in 
most cases 

“Hut it also has taken control of the other factor, the 
assessment value, out of the hands of local people with the 
St at e Equalizat ion concept 

Carmichael said that State Equalization will charge 
Romulus taxpayers more than half again as much in city, 
school and county taxes this year as the local assessment roll 
would have produced alone - and this in spite of a county- 
cogducted reappraisal of all land and personal property in 
Romulus 

This will be accomplished by a 1.58 (or 158 percent) factor 
in'ing applied by "equalization to the local assessment roll. 


\ \ear ago. Carmichael said, Romulus was subjected to 
“nearly double taxation" when local assessments were 
equalized 192 percent. 

“We cannot prove that the increase was unjust, although 
we claim that it was," the mayor said. "And we do not 
discredit the county’s work. However, we do know that after 
completion of this year’s Board of Review and our own 
review of new assessments through the assessor’s office, that 
many additional adjustments were deemed necessary. Most 
of these were decreases!" 

Carmichael said that he could "find no f|ult" with the 
reappraisal of Romulus land and personal property which 
had been recommended by City Assessor Harold L. Reiner 
and authorized by the Township prior to Carmichael taking 
office when Romulus was incorporated. 

“Those phases of a total reappraisal have now basically 


lx?en completed and, under Mr. Reiner’s direction and 
judicious work by the Board of Review, have resulted in 
increases in the total valuation of the city and correction of a 
great number of inequities," Carmichael said. 

“It was my pledge in assuming this office nearly a year ago 
that Romulus citizens and taxpayers would be given equity 
and full dollar value services. 

“This administration is fully pursuing that pledge, but finds 
that the law is so structured as to limit local authority over 
assessments in many cases - mainly because of the State 
Equalization concept which was set up for equalizing 
assessments lor school and county taxing purposes. 

••The State receives not one dime of the taxes collected 
locally on real estate and personal property, but State 
Equalization is the most significant influence in increases in

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Oakland judge denies 

subdivision injunction 


A court injuction sought by 
40 Romulus families residing 
in fhe Meadows, a Romulus 
subdivision, against Kaufman 
& Broad Homes Inc. and four 
sister firms, all of Southfield, 
was denied April 21 by 
Oakland County Circuit Court 
Judge Arthur E. Moore. 

Judge Moore, in denying the 
homeowners’ request for an 
injuction restraining the 


defendant firms from building 

2,000 government-subsidized 

"land track" homes in the 
subdivision, told attorneys for 
the three couples who sued ' he 
companies they must make 
their complaint more specific 
before he will consider the 
case. 

No court date was set for 
hearing on the suit. The 
Meadows subdivision is 


located at Harrison and 
Eureka Rds. 

The homeowners charged in 
a suit filed April 7 that 
Kaufman&Broad was guilty 
of "fraud, misrepresentation, 
breach of contract and 
warranty" and asked $1.2 
million in refunds for their 
homes and $400,000 in 
relocation costs and damages. 

The homeowners charged 
that before they boughttheir 


homes they were assured by 
the firms “ that the 
development the Meadows, 
would be "a custom home 
community." 

They charged the 
subdivision became a 
“project of low income 
homes" when 400 homes, 
financed through an FHA 
mortgage subsidy program, 
were built and another 2,000 
planned. 


The homeowners, through 
their attorneys, charged that 
the less expensive residences 
devalued the original 40 
homes which cost from $20,000 
to $29,000. 

The defendant firms besides 
Kaufman & Broad Homes 
Inc., are Homes Values Inc., 
Greenview Homes Inc., 
Kaufman & Broad Sales Inc., 
and International Mortgage 


Corp., all housed at 18610 Eight 
Mile Rd., Southfield. 

Attorneys for the firms 
contended that the new homes 
were no different from the 
homes purchased by the 
homeowners. 

They also charged that the 
residents were shown the less 
expensive homes before they 
made home purchases and 
asked the court to dismiss the 
suit.

representatives of the poor, 
and eight members from 
private interest groups, such 
as business as civic agencies. 

Principle objections from 
private citizens attending the 
hearing centered around the 
fact that it is apparently 
extremely difficult for many 
public officials to administer 
poverty funds well, since the 
poor know most well what 
their own problems are and 
officials least of all.

“Two underlying issues,” 
the mayors’ statement on 
CUFA says, “in , the 
relationship between ci^l hall 
and the Community Vrction 
Program are the ability of the 
CAA to represent the poor, 
and the capacity of city hall to 
respond. If there is anything 
that all participants in this 
project would agree on, it is 
that if City hall is to respond 
well to the needs of the poor 
and serve the rest of 
community loo, all available 
resources have to be better 
marshalled at the municipal, 
regional, state and national 
levels. 

“The concept of ‘maximum 
feasible participation’ by poor 
people has had a decided 
impact on municipal 
government,’’ the mayors 
said. 

The Commissioners 
Committee on Economic 
Opportunity include 
Commissioners Roscoe L. 
Bobo (D-18lh Dist.), 
chairman; George F. Killeen 


(D-2nd Dist.) who introduced 
the resolution; Charmie 
Currie (D-6th Dist.), 
Catherine Shavers . (D- 13th 
Dist.); Edward Jones (D-16th 
Dist.); and John Lesinski (D- 
20th Dist.). They voted 
unanimously in favor of the 
combined organization. 

Detroit itself has a 
completely separate OEO 
program. Other cities 
included in the CUFA plan are 
Highland Park, River Rouge, 
Taylor, Ecorse and 
Hamlramck. 

Federal and state OEO 
representatives were on hand 
to explain to the public exactly 
what the government 
demanded from proposed 
poverty programs. 

Instructions for forming 
agencies include the demand 
that the Community Action 
Agency “work with the poor, 
the public, sector, and the 
private sector to achieve its 
basic goal,” which is to make 
the entire community more 
responsive to the poor. 

“The CAA must mobilize 
public and private resources 
to this end,” explained Luther 
J. Flanagan, deputy director 
for the state OEO. He 
explained that a program 
should be designed so that 
public officials provide 
services, the private sector 
provides resources, and that 
poor participants provide 
programs that work. 

Actions to be completed now 
that the Board of 
Commissioners has given the 
nod to CUFA, include the 
commissioners themselves 
choosing four representatives 


to sit on the Board of 
Directors. 

In addition eight private 
citizens shall be selected by 
Wayne County Poor Peoples 
Corporation to sit on the 
expanded Board of Directors 
with equal authority to prior 
members (the mayors and 
supervisor). 

These eight will serve until 
an election picks 16 poor 
people’s representatives of the 
communities involved. 

These 16 and the 12 public 
officials will determine the 
remainder of the board from 
the private sector. 

The election of the . 16 
community people will be 
monitored by the state OEO 
Office and certified to the 
federal OEO officials. There 
will be at least two weeks 
notice given to all areas of 
where a:^ when and how to 
vote for t^bir representatives. 

Under , the federal 
guidelines, it will be the 
responsibility of the CUFA 
Corporation to produce the 
local resources which will be 
matched by federal funds. 
Present requirements are that 
CAAs provide 20 percent of the 
total # cost of all projects. 

Since local share is not 
limited to just cash, each 
public unit will provide their 
part in funds, space, personnel 
or services. 

CUFA is requesting that in 
addition to their efforts, the 
Wayne County Comm’ssioners 
maintain their previous 
budgetary allocation of mqney 
to the poor people of Wayne 
County.

Betting rejection noteworthy

The Imai council decision can enhance the 
community, by bringing in a larger cross- 
section of the social strata. 

In addition, the apartment zoning will 
increase the beauty of the surrounding 
community, since its distinctive design is the 
most attractive available for multiple unit 
developments. 

The residential area will also benefit the 
community by increasing the recreational 
area for that section of town, and in turn 
taking away the city’s need to develop further 
recreational facilities for that segment of the 
population. 

Most of all, the city fathers realized that in 
times of decreasing single family home 
development throughout the area, Nelson 
Dembs’ proposal offers a workable plan to 
build up some 110 acres of undeveloped land 
in an attractive and taxably profitable 
manner. 

The over-all council decision showed good 
taste, and extremely good thinking. 


One ol the most noteworthy . action of the house 
in the last lew days was its rejection of a proposal to 
allow state-controlled off-track betting in Michigan. 

This was somewhat of a surprise since the house 
had passed a similar bill in 1970, only to see it die in 
the senate. 

This time it was stopped cold in the house as only 
U representatives voted for it. There were 51 votes 
in opposition. 

I’he sponsor of the bill said he wanted a recon- 
sideral ion of the vote at a later date, but as it stands 
now chances of approval in this session seem 
dreary. 

Supporters of the bill estimated that once the off¬ 
track system was operative it would bring in some 
Sin million a year in needed revenue for the state. 

Under the bill's formula, the state, would receive 
eight percent of the betting take, less costs of 
operation Local units of government where the 
track is located would get four percent of the take 
and the track where the race was run would get 
three percent. 


The hill would make possible an initial six off- 
tract betting agencies run by the state. Three of 
them probably would have been in the Detroit area. 

Bets could be taken either at the agency or over 
the phone. The system would be run by computer. 

I’he system would need a state appropriation to 
establish the central agency and the six branch 
offices, but after that it would be self-supporting. 
There was little debate before the vote indicating 
that most legislators had already made up their 
minds. 

Meanwhile, several bills recently were signed 
into law by the governor. Included was one 
authorized corporate bank holding companies. 
Michigan had been one of only two states to prohibit 
corporateownership of bank stock. Thisbill, which 
started in the senate, had been approved by the 
house only a few days before it was signed into law. 

The new law is seen as a way to bring money into 
local communities. It would permit the resources of 
corporate bank holding companies to be used to 
increase the capital of local bank affiliates and 
increase administrative efficiency.

Another new law will permit the state, counties, 
cities and other local units of government to con¬ 
tract for the prevention of drug abuse and the 
treatment and counseling of drug victims. This 
creates a promising new weapon in the flight 
against drug abuse on the community level. 

Still Another new public act allows a township, 
board to construct and maintain sidewalks along 
main or arterial roads when public safety is 
involved. 

The township board would have to put the levy to 
finance the sidewalks, which could not be more than 
one mill, before the voter. 

A fourth new law permits candidates for elective 
office to pay a filing fee in lieu of nominating 
petitions at the same time as the deadline for 
petitions. 

The old law required that filing fees be paid at 
least 72 hours before the deadline for nominating 
petitions. 

All of these new laws are immediately effective.

Get out and vote 
in school election

On Monday, June 14, voters 
of local area school districts 
go to the polls to cast ballots in 
the annual school elections 
which are held on the second 
Monday in June in third and 
fourth class schools districts 

In some cases voters will be 
asked to decide upon millage 
increases, millage renewals, 
or bond issues, in addition to 
electing board of education 
members. In most districts, 
however, it is likely that there 
will be only the question of the 
election of school board 
members on the ballot. 

Historically, voter turnout 
in these situations has been 
light. 

For example, in the last two 
years, the Huron School 
District candidates have been 
elected who have been 
received about five per cent of 
the vote of the total registered 
electors. 

When you consider another 
large segment of our 
population is not registered to 
vote, you can see that 
approximately, one person out 
of twenty-five may in fact cast 
a ballot for an elected 
candidate. 

It is difficult, at best, for an 
elected member to know just 
where he or she stands in 



regards to what the peole wish 
of an elected candidate since 
so few have bothered to 
express their opinion in the 
election. Hopefully, each and 
every citizen will get 
registered, if not already, and 
then will cast a ballot in the 
annual election in June. 

Another very important side 
of this situation, is the need for 
qualified individuals to seek 
election to the board of 
education. 

In many school districts, 
board members will be 
elected without oposition. 
When one considers the very 
difficult nature of serving on 
the board of education today, 
this is not so difficult to 
understand., Board members 
must give a great deal of their 
personal time away 

from their families and 
usually receive only a little 
expense money which falls far 
short of covering their actual 
investment of dollars. 

At the same time, board 
members, more than ever 
before are being subjected to 
great pressures by the public. 
Most of whom fail to express 
their opinion at the time board 
members were being elected. 

It is understandable why 
anyone would hesitate to run 


for a board of education under 
those circumstances. 
However, more than ever in 
the history of our state are 
qualified candidates needed 
for board of education 
membership. 

Tl)e decisions to be made by 
board of education in the next 
four years will be the most 
important made in the history 
of education. Hopefully, 
therefore, those rare 
individuals with a unique 
sense of dedication, helping to 
make their community a 
better place to live in and their 
educational program better 
for the young people of the 
area will seek and actively 
campaign for board of 
education positions this year. 

Petitions and details 
concerning the filing of the 
petitions are available in local 
board of education offices and 
local citizens interested in 
running may obtain the 
necessary materials and 
information regarding those 
materials at the board office. 

Hopefully, each citizen in 
every local school district will 
promise themselves that this 
year they will participate in 
one form or another in this 
very important,matter. 

Your children need your 
participation.

shooting aces 


Huron Senior High School 
has selected its Road Scholars 
for 1971. 

The selected students will 
represent Huron High School 
in this year’s Plymouth 
Trouble Shooting Contest, 
Dennis L. Jacobson, 
automotive instructor at the 
school announced Monday. 

Competing in the contest 
Friday, at the Kern Block, 
Detroit, will be Paul F. Cady, 
37214 Willow Rd. and Russell 
J. Bnudrie, 39670 Willow Rd., 
both of New Boston. 

The team will be sponsored 
by the Michigan Plymouth 
dealers. 

The winning team in the 
local contest will be sent to 
Indianapolis in June to 
compete against other top 
Trouble Shooters from all 
parts of the country in the 
Nat ion a 1 Championship 
Finals. 

Contestants are competing 
for more than $125,000 worth 
of scholarships and awards. 

In the contest, participants 
lake a written exam which 
counts as 30 percent of their 
team’s final score and then 
they race the clock and the 
other teams to find and fix 
several malfunctions 
deliberately placed under the 
hoods of new Plymouth cars. 


This mechanical challenge 
counts as 70 percent of a 
team’s score. 

The Plymouth Trouble 
Shooting Contest originated in 
1949 as a local event in Los 
Angeles with 50 students from 
17 high schools participating. 
Today, more than 2,000 high 
schools and colleges 
representing all 50 states — 
with a total auto shop 
enrollment of more than 
165,000 students — participate 
each year in this nationally- 
famous competition. 

Purpose of the contest is to 
recognize and honor 
outstanding young auto 


mechanic students and to 
encourage them to make a 
career as automobile 
mechanics. 

Trouble Shooting has placed 
more than 17,000 young men in 
full or part-time jobs as auto 
mechanics. Since the contest 
became a national event in 
1962, the Chrysler-Plymouth 
Division of Chrysler Motors 
Corporation has made 
available scholarships for 180 
students. 

The Plymouth Trouble 
Shooting Contest is an 
outstanding example of 
cooperation between industry 
and education.

Aeronautical Laboratory in 
Buffalo, N.Y. It showed on 
both wet and dry pavement 
stopping distances are less for 
vehicles equipped with 
standard tires than those 
having studded tires.

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Ford lauds public works approval 


Congressman William D. 
Ford (D-15th District) praised 
the action of the House of 
Representatives Thursday in 
approving a $5.5 billion 
economic development 
program which includes a $2 
billion accelerated public 
works program to help fight 
unemployment. 

The bill was approved 319 to 
67, after House Democrats 
defeated a Republican 
attempt to eliminate the 
public works section. 

In a statement opposing the 
Republican amendment to 
water down the legislation. 
Congressman Ford called 
upon his colleagues in the 
House to “supply the 
leadership to provide realistic 
and meaningful remedies for 


the ills of this country, while 
the Nixon Administration 
provides speakers to tour the 
country talking about them.” 

The legislation would 
authorize $2 billion to help 
local communities develop 
and carry out needed public 
works programs, thus helping 
to create jobs in the 
construction industry. 

Funds would be provided for 
such projects as waste- 
treatment plants, health-care 
facilities, street repairs, 
water supply and sewer 
systems, public buildings and 
recreational facilities. 

Congressman Ford declared 
in his speech: 

“This bill will provide relief 
to the many communities 


throughout the country which 
are presently suffering from 
unemployment and economic 
distress by creating 

desperately needed jobs. In 
addition to providing 
immediate ‘useful 


employment’ for unemployed 
Americans, these 
amendments would also make 
it possible for local areas to 
build municipal buildings and 
other public facilities without 
overburdening their own local 
tax bases.”

Our Food Inspection 
division maintains an up-to 
date list of food sources so that 
needed supplies can be rushed 
to any disaster area where 
there may be contamination of 
local food stuffs.” 

Most dramatic form of 
contamination . is from 
radioactive fallout which 
could occur after an atomic 
attack. But a more common 
cause would be spoilage of

Pointing out that the need

The national rate has 
been 6 per cent or more for 
three of the last four months, 
he noted. 

“The number of 
unemployed Americans is 
approaching the 5.5 million 
mark, and the average 
duration of unemployment 
recently rose to 10.8 weeks the 
highest level in five years. 
The unemployment situation 
has now reached a critical 
stage,” he declared, “and the 
current trend cannot be 
reversed without prompt and 
affirmative action by the U.S. 
Congress. 

“The situation is even more 
severe in my own state of 
Michigan,” Congressman 
Ford told his colleagues, 
“especially in my own 
Congressional District in the 
Detsoit Metropolitan area. 
The most recent figures 
indicate that, despite the 
Nixon Administration’s casual 


and optimistic attitude, during 
the past year unemployment 
in Michigan has been 
increasing at the rate of 
approximately 25 
unemployment in Michigan 
has been increasing at the rate 
of approximately 25 per per 
cent from 6.7 per cent in 
February, 1970, to 8.4 per cent 
in February, 1971.” 

Republicans sought to kill 
the publi works plan on the 
grounds that President Nixon 
would veto it. Congressman 
Ford declared that, should 
this happen, the Congress 
should override such a veto 
“promptly and firmly” in the 
interest of the national 
economy and the growing 
unemployment crisis.

refrigerated foods caused by 
electrical power failure. 

“Food that is stored in an 
emergency shelter should not 
require refrigeration in case 
of an electrical shortage,” Dr. 
George Whitehead, the 
department’s chief civil 
defense officer and head of 
Consumer Protection Bureau, 
said. “Because it may be 
difficult to heal the food, 
select processed foods which 
can be eaten cold.” 

A two-week supply of food is 
recommended for an 
emergency shelter. Dr. 
Whitehead said. Items should 
be rotated with th£ family’s 
regular food supply to prevent 
loss due to spoilage. 

“All canned foods should be 
stored in a dry place at a 
temperature of 70 degrees or 
less/’ he said. “Fruit juices 
should be rotated every three 
to six months, and prepared 
foods every six months to one 
year. Any canned food should 
be disposed of after one year.”

If too many cooks spoil one 
broth imagine what one cook 
can do to too many broths as 
witness some of Jerry Lewis’ 
efforts. Nevertheless, the 
tradition of participating in 
several facets of production, 
such as writing, direction and 
acting, is an old an honorable 
one and - when a Chaplin tries 
it - it becomes a practice with 
which you quarrel not. 

In the case of Elaine May, 
who has written directed and, 
with Walter Matthau, starred^ 
in “A New Leaf,” there is no 
need to quarrel either. The 
result is the essence of human 
comedy and Miss May’s ear, 
which was remarkably acute 
in the days when she and Mike 
Nichols were turning out those 
inventive skits, is as good as 
ever. 

Miss May, incidentally, 
disliked the film’s cutting and 
asked that her name be 
removed as director, but the 
result seems brisk throughout, 
her opinion notwithstanding. 
She has a right to be appalled, 
however, at the sloppy and 
maudlin score appended to the 
film. 

Matthau, frankly, is the 
chief drawback, as a suave 
but unlovable playboy who has 
run through a considerable 
fortune and is not broke. 
Matthau makes a great 
slovenly sports writer, a 
marvelous flinty-eyed 
gangster, even a good 
harrassed parent. But suave, 
sophisticated - never. The 
picture then belongs to Miss 
May as the wealthy, but shy 
and awkward, millionairess 
he sets out to wed. As an 
ordinary human Miss May 
always was extraordinary; 
she still is.^ 

Miss May is Henrietta 
Lowell, a botanist who is far 
more at ease with plants than 
people. In the apartment of 
Henry Graham (Matthau), 
she is a disaster area, spilling 
things on the carpet. When 
Graham seeks to introduce 
her to a fine vintage of wine, 
she informs him that she likes 
Mogen David extra heavy 
malaga with soda and lime 
juice. 

Her banal conversation and 
her wrecking of Graham’s 
prized possessions would

Boat launching facilities of 
l h e H u r o n - C 1 i n t o n 
Metropolitan Authority parks 
are now open at Metropolitan 
Beach near Ml. Clemens, 
Stony Creek Metropolitan Park 
near Utica and Kensington 
Metropolitan Park near 
Milford. 

Metrpolitan Beach near Ml.

Help grass recover from winter 


When the first signs of 
spring appear, most 
homeowners are drawn from 
the budding tulips and other 
early bulbs to the lawn grass 
bordering the flower beds. 

Winter can leave some ugly 
scars on lawns and while 
Mother Nature does a 
remarkable job of repairing 
winter damage to her favorite 
ground cover, there are some 
things you can do to help the 
cause. 

Grass breathes during the 
winter months even in its 
dormant stage, so if ice has 
covered the lawn for any 
extended period of time, there 
can be problems of survival 
for the grass plants. Many 
plants may survive, but leave 
the lawn with a scrimpy 
appearance. Hard freeze 
without snow cover can be 
another plant-robbing act of 
nature requiring a great deal 
of time for the grass plants to 
recover. 

With grass plants weakened 


or destroyed, weed seeds 
carried by ;he wind find plenty 
of room to germinate, and take 
root adding more problems for 
the homeowner. A thick lawn 
is the best deterrent to weeds, 
however, dandelions and other 
wind carried seeds seem to 
make a starting place in even 
the best of lawns. Fortunately, 
they are easy to kill with 
broadleaf weed killers. 

The best all-around 
combination treatment for 
springtime is overseeding 
with a good quality grass seed 
and fertilization. Unless you 
have your soil tested, it is 
recommended you use a 
balanced fertilizer. This is 
relatively even portions 
of nitrogen, phosphate and 
potash. 

Most store packaged 
fertilizer will be slightly 
higher in nitrogen than the 
other two ingredients. 
Nitrogen causes more rapid 
growth and gives the grass a 
dark green color. 

Before overseeding, thelawn 


should be renovated with a 
machine, which can be rented 
at nominal cost, or thoroughly 
raked to remove thatch, 
resulting from dead grass 
plants. After overseeding, the 
lawn should be lightly raked to 
cover the seed and kept moist 
until the seed is well 
germinated. 

One caul ion....use a top 
quality grass seed preferably 
with a high percentage of the 
fine fescues and bluegrass 
seed. Both blend well with any 
northern grass lawn and 
provide that dark green 
straight growing type of grass 
preferred by most 
homeowners. Many cheap 
grass seed mixes have a 
percentage of broadleafed 
grasses which cause unsightly 
patches in the lawn and are 
difficult to eradicate. 

Grass seed packets sold in 
most stores are required to 
have the type of grasses, 
percentage of each type of 
grass seed in the mixture and 
the germination test on the

Time 
to check 
emblems 

Spring is a good lime for 
farmers and uthers to chejbk 
SMV (slow moving vehicle) 
emblems to make sure they 
are clean, bright and 
properly displayed, says a 
Michigan State University 
safety engineer. 

“After washing, apply a 
little auto wax,” suggests 
Richard Pfister. “This not 
only shines the emblem and 
keeps it clean longer, it also 
makes it easier to remove 
mud and dirt.” 

If the emblem’s fluorescent 
orange center has faded to 
yellow, replace it, he adds. 
Replacement centers are 
available in some locations. 

The number of rear-end 
collisions involving farm 
machinery on Michigan public 
roads rose from 50 in 1968 to 52 
in 1969. In 1970 it leaped to 65. 

“This is still far below the 90 
to 95 accidents which occurred 
prior to use of SMV emblems, 
but there is need for 
improvement,” Pfistej* 
cautions.

package. This is consumer 
protection against the 
possibility of purchasing seed 
which would not provide a fine 
textured lawn. 

The consumer must be 
aware of the broadbladed 
grasses which would not fit 
into his lawn program. The 
pasture or broadbladed tough 
grasses are often used for 
heavy use areas, such as 
playgrounds or parks, but 
they do not have the desirable 
characteristics sought by 
homeowners.

Unlawful billboards 
plaguing state officials 


Illegal billboards are going 
up along Michigan’s 
Interstate freeways about 
three times as fast as the state 
is able to take them down, 
State Highway Director 
Henrik E. Stafseth reported 
Monday. 

The department of state 
highways, working with the 
Attorney General’s office, 
removed about 60 illegal 
billboards last year along 
three stretches of Interstate 
freeway in Ingham, 
Livingston, Oakland, Calhoun 
and Branch counties. 

A recently completed 
Highway Department survey, 
Stafseth said, showed that 364 
signs were erected during the 
last year along the 948 miles of 
Interstate freeways in 
Michigan. About half are in 
illegal positions, he said. 


The department expects to 
move this year against illegal 
signs along several stretches 
of Interstate freeway, Stafseth 
said. However, he added, 
observations by highway 
foresters and maintenance 
men indicate that many more 
new signs are going up than 
the Department will be able to 
take down. 

“Michigan’s billboard 
control law is so cumbersome, 
and so hazily defined in some 
areas, that we are not able to 
do the job we’re supposed to 
do,” Stafseth said. 

He warned that the U.S. 
Department of Transportation 
has indicated it will withhold 
millions of dollars in highway 
construction funds from 
Michigan and other states 
which fail to enact billboard 
control laws meeting

Liquor 

control 

reports 

The Liquor Control 
Commission of the Michigan 
Department of Commerce 
reports that it levied fines 
totaling $37,660 during the first 
three months of 1971 against 
bars and retail outlets for 
violation of state liquor laws. 

The commission reported 
that it penalized 322 licensees 
during the three-month period 
compared to 256 licensees 
fined $29,401 during the same 
period in 1970, an increase of 
28 per cent.

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Cold water accident 
safety tips outlined 


The weather may be 
warming, but early season 
boaters and fishermen should 
remember the waters of 
rivers, lakes and streams are 
still cold and dangerous, said 
W. George Wibby, director of 
Safety Programs for the 
Southeastern Michigan 
Chapter, American Red 
Cross. 

“Many drowning deaths in 
April and May may be 
attributed to prolonged 
immersion in cold water and 
the inability of the victim to 
get out of the water quickly,” 
Wibby said. 

He said that fishermen 
should wear heavy thermal 
underwear and other suitable 


clothing if there is a chance of 
a cold water accident. 

In most instances of 
swamping or capsizing, a 
person should hang on to the 
boat, but in cold water, 
staying with the boat can be 
fatal if rescue is delayed, 
Wibby said. He added that the 
most important thing a victim 
should do is get out of the 
water by swimming to the 
nearest point of safety, 
whether it is a boat or shore. 

“Swim with or at right 
angles to the current for the 
nearest landing.” 

He continued, “Fatal 
cooling occurs more readily in 
water than in air, because 
wetting rapidly decreases the 
insulating capacity of 


clothing. Loss ofbodyheatin 
cold water occurs at two to 
four times the rate in air at the 
same temperature. 

A victim taken from cold 
water should be warmed in 
water approximately 100 
degrees or wrapped in warm 
blankets, Wibby explained. He 
should not be placed close to a 
hot stove, a radiator or a heat 
lamp, because of the dangerof 
burning tissue. 

Extra clothing may be 
added to warm a person but 
keep him in a cool room. 
Warm fluids (Soups, boullion, 
hot chocolate, no alcoholic 
beverages) may be given as 
tolerated and medical help 
should be secured as soon as 
possible, Wibby concluded. 


Early college entrance 
possible at Marygrove 


High school juniors of 
closing Catholic high schools 
may be able to take advantage 
of the “early admissions” 
policy implemented at 
Marygrove College last 
September, Thomas K. 
Plofchan, admissions 
director, reported. 

It enables high school 
juniors, without a diploma, to 
be admitted if they have a 
recommendation, a 3.5 (B- 
plus) grade point average and 
a Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT) composite score of 1,000 
or more. 

“The four girls who entered 
last fall are doing excellent 
work—one is carrying a 3.4 
grade point average—and we 
have no doubts about their 
success,” said Plofchan. 

“In fact, the students 
themselves have more doubts 


than we have,” Plofchan said. 
“They are afraid that, being 
younger, they might not be 
able to compete at the college 
level.” 

Marygrove, like most 
colleges, will admit students 
who get their diplomas a year 
early under the regular 
admission procedures. This 
means a 2.5 grade point (C- 
plus) average and the princi¬ 
pal’s recommendation. 

Plofchan said Marygrove 
expects a sizeable number of 
students with early diplomas 
to enroll. 

. “We have the advantage of 
a ‘rolling admissions’ policy,” 
Plofchan said, “which means 
they can enroll at any 10-week 
interval, whenever they finish 
up their high school 
requirements, and start with a 
full college course.” 


Marygrove, a woman’s 
college, has an enrollment of 
700 undergraduate, 200 
graduate students. 

It is coed in Summer School, 
Graduate, and Continuing 
Education programs. There 
are many male students, 
however, taking 
undergraduate courses. This 
is due to a consortium which 
exchanges faculty, students 
and program offered by 
Marygrove, University of 
Detroit, Mercy College of 
Detroit, Dun Scotus College, 
St. Mary’s of Orchard Lake 
College, Madonna College and 
three seminaries. 

Marygrove offers a 
bachelor of arts, bachelor of 
fine arts, bachelor of music, 
and bachelor of science 
degrees. It is the only private 
college in Michigan 
accredited to offer a major in 
special education.

Of fast 
cars and 
fast feet

Did you ever want to get into a car and travel at 622.407 
miles per hour? 

That figure is the official land speed record, and it is held 
by Gary (Jabelich, a handsome young man who is either very 
dedicated or very crazy. 

(Jabelich gets a thrill out of going fast, he has raced 
automobiles since he graduated from high school. He wants 
to be the first man ever to break the sound barrier in an 
automobile and then he wants to be the first to go 1,000 miles 
per hour in a car. 

(iary was in town the other day on a speaking tour and he 
brought a model of the Blue Flame, the car he drove at the 
Bonneville Salt Flats on October 23.’ 1970. He took two runs, 
meeting the United States Auto Club specifications, on the 
high speed course and recorded average speeds of 617 and 627 
miles per hour, the mean average of which came out to a 
figure that sounds hard to believe, 622.407 miles per hour. 

No stranger to speed and danger. Gabelich started out by 
working at North American Rockwell in the mail room. In 
1962. he passed mental and physical tests and qualified for 
the company's test astronaut program. 

As one of seven astronauts participating in the company’s 
Apollo program. (Jabelich worked in environmental control 
studies that called for living in space capsules for days at a 
time under simulated high altitude conditions as well as zero 
gravity. He jumped from high altitudes with movie cameras 
to record the action of parachutes used in the re-entry of 
outer space vehicles, 
lie also likes to skv dive. 

Professionally, he has driven motorcycles, fuel and jet 
(Ijagsters. funny cars and drag boats. He is the 1968 
American Power Boat Association fuel hydro champion. He 
was clocked at 200.44 miles per hour in a quarter mile run. 
driving a blown fuel hydro drag boat. That happens to be the 
fastest speed ever officially recorded by the National Drag 
. --Br»cH-w\s.socialion. ^ 

W hat makes a man w ant to do so much when others shy 
aw ay from seeking such great heights, or should I say speeds? 
Like I said, he's either dedicated or crazy. 

I le drove rocket pow ered car to a new land speed record, 
his contract called for a payoff of $ 10,000 providing he set a 
new record, if he didn't make it. he didn’t get paid. 

lie has had accidents, like the test drive when preparing 
for the assault on the record when the parachutes failed and 
he couldn't stop. This all happened at a speed in the area of 
r>oo miles per hour and he coasted for about 10 miles on the 
Salt Flats and ended up in the middle of a salt lake. He has 
had dragsters blow up on him and has faced almost certain 
death several times. 

What does he do'.’ 

I try and keep cool and do what is supposed to be done, 
when everything has been completed I hurry away. When 
that dragster caught lire, I closed the throttle, released the 
parachutes, stopped the car and got out The fire had melted 
aw ay the fire w all and I w as on fire up to the seat of my pants, 
Init 1 remembered not to panic and I wasn’t hurt,” he related. 

Gary described starting out in a rocket car by saying, “It’s 
really great, it’s like taking that first dip on a roller coaster. 
Both starting and stopping are beautiful sensations.” 

For relaxation. (Jabelich runs six miles every other day 
and enjoys baseball, handball, tennis, surfing, scuba and 
high diving. water skiing and races go-carts with neigh- 
Unhood kids. 

I le says sleep is a waste of time, he would rather cat-nap in 
an inner tul>e. floating down the Colorado River in Arizona. 
Strange isn't it?

Highway litter still growing 


"Fhjblic concern for clean 
environment is a healthy step 
in an encouraging direction,'’ 
State Highway Director 
Henrick E. Siafsethsaid.'Tkit 
the tons of litter along our 
state highway system are 
grim reminders that the 
litterbug still ranks high as a 
public enemy.” 

The annual spring clean-up 
along the entire 9,251-mile 
state highway ststem is well 
•underway in Michigan’s 
Lower Peninsula, Stafseth 
reported. 

“Unfortunately, our clean¬ 
up crews are reporting more 
and heavier public litter than 
ever before,” he added. 

While 'major metropolitan 
areas continue to be hardest 
hit by public litter, a new 
problem emerging is the 
tremendous increase in litter 
along the major north-south 
highways, according the Paul 
J. Marek, the Highway 


Department’s chief 
maintenance engineer. 

“It is rat heron v .'ns/'Mcirek 
said, “that the huge growth in 
winter sports activities - such 
as skiing snovvobiling and 
ice fishing - is attracting 
greater numbers of people 
from the southern part of the 
state to the north country. 
They have left a heavy trail of 
litter in their wake.” 

While highwa\ maintenance 


crews work year-round to 
keep highways clear of litter, 
the spring clean-up - usually 
in April - is the single most 
concentrated effort by the 
Highway Department to clean 
up the highways. 

The Highway Department 
got an early jump on the 
Spring clean-up project this 
year in the Lower Peninsula, 
“in a major effort to have 
clean highways by Earth 
Week. April 18-24 ”

Improved services and 
rehabilitation programs to 
improve the quality of 
survival of cancer patients, 
particularly those at home, 
were described Monday by 
Dr. Robert M. O’Bryan, 
Chairman, Service Committee 
of the Wayne County Unit of 
the American Cancer Society. 

Dr. O’Bryan was describing 
a key aspect of the national 
program, as the ACS 
launched its 1971 
educational and 
fund-raising Crusade 
that began April 1. 

“Our goal here in Wayne 
County is to assist patients in 
achieving the greatest results 
in both their physical and 
psychological rehabilitation,” 
said Dr. O’Bryan. 

‘‘Our Reach to Recovery 
program has brought courage 
and hope to women who have 
recently undergone breast 
surgery. It is a time when the 
patients spirits may be the 
lowest. Our purpose is to tell 
patients that recovery is 
indeed possible, and that she 
can have a normal life and 
appearance again.” 

He pointed out that breast 
cancer is the leading cause of 
cancer death among women, 
“but early detection can 
provide a great margin for 
survival.” 

As with breast cancer 
patients, Dr. O’Bryan said, 
‘‘patients who have had their 
larynx (voice box) removed 
may undergo a tremendous 
emotional shock. At such a 
time the patient and his family 
need all the support, patience, 
and understanding that can be 
given.” 

Dr. O’Bryan said the 
program of the International 
Association of 
Laryngectomees, sponsored 
by the ACS, and its more than 
100 member clubs, cooperate

Rouge pollution 
study requested 


A subcommittee of the 
Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners, created to 
concentrate on elimination of 
pollution from the Rouge 
River, has recommended a 
study to identify the sources of 
pollution as the first step. 

The four-member 
subcommittee recommended 
that the County Board allocate 
up to $20,000 to cover 60 
percent of the cost of the study 
which would pinpoint the 
causes of pollution and 
flooding along more than 20 
miles of the river. 

Oakland County will be 
asked to provide up to $15,000 
to finance the remaining 40 
percent cost of the study. 

The subcommittee, chaired 
by Commissioner Richard E. 
Manning, of Redford, D- 
District 19, was established by 
the board’s Public Works 
Committee. Its other three 
members are: James DeSana, 
Wyandotte, D-Dist. 23; John 
Lesinski, Dearborn, D-Dist. 


20; and Charmie Currie, 
Detroit, D-Dist. 6. 

Funds to finance the study 
in cooperation with Oakland 
County were requested by 
County Drain Commissioner 
Henry V. Herrick who has 
been given the task of 
coordinating efforts to clean 
up the Rouge by the Board of 
Commissioners. 

The commissioners have 
also allocated $10,000 for 
Herrick to use in clearing 
debris from the Rouge River 
this summer. Additional 
money may be appropriated 
as the project progresses. 
Herrick plant to coordinate his 
efforts with those of citizen 
volunteers who turned out 
1,400-strong a year ago for a 
weekend “Rescue the Rouge” 
clean-up drive. 

Herrick said identification 
of sources of pollution will aid 
in enforcing the State clean 
water regulations and in 
determining the assessment of 
costs of drain improvements 
needed to eliminate pollution.

entire wedding is dictated 
by the length of the 
wedding veil. The most- 
formal veil extends the full 
length of the train in a long, 
fluid sweep. A finger-tip or 
elbow-length veil is less 
formal. 

The length of the train 
depends upon the size of the 
church, height of the bride 
and style of the bridal 
gown. The very long train 
and veil are used for large, 
formal weddings. 

The bride’s slippers are 
of white silk . Gloves are not 


required for a small 
wedding or if the bride’s 
hands and forearms are 
hidden by sleeves or her 
bouquet. The bride may 
wear gloves at a garden 
ceremony but not at other 
home weddings. Short 
white gloves are 
recommended for young 
brides. It is never correct 
to wear dark gloves. 

For an informal 
wedding, the bride wears a 
short or floor-length gown 
with no train or veil. Or she 
may wear a veil no longer 
than halo length. With a 
street dress or going-away 
suit, she usually wears a 
hat or small headdress.

Formal 

The ultra-formal wedding, 
honoring every tradition in 
the most lavish manner, is 
elegant. 

There are usually many 
guests invited to the church 
and reception; the bride 
chooses four or more 
attendants; and, of course, 
the bridal gown is the most 
formal with long train and 
cathedral length veil. The 
entire wedding party 
follows suit, wearing the 
most formal attire 
appropriate for the hour. 

A wedding carried out in 
formal tempo may, 
however, be kept quite 
simple in its appointments 
with only a small gathering 
at the church. 

A formal home wedding 
involves less expenditure 
but has the disadvantage of 
limiting the number of 
guests. The bride’s mother 
receives guests as they 
arrive. She takes her place 
when the bride is ready to 
make her entrance. 

At the home wedding 
there is no recessional. 


Semi-formal 

A semi-formal wedding, 
whether in a church, 
chapel, home or club, may 
be exquisite. Wedding 
attire for the bride need not 
be strictly formal. 

The traditional long veil 
is substituted by a short 


finger-tip or elbow-length 
veil. If t he bride’s gown has 
a short train, or no train at 
all, the whole tone of the 
wedding may relax in its 
formal requirements. If the 
gown is trainless, aisle 
canvas may be omitted. 

Informal 

The informal wedding 
can carry out as many 
traditions as seem 
appropriate. Hand 
written invitations should 
be sent at least two weeks 
before the wedding. 

The bride may wear a 
short or floor-lenth formal 
gown or an afternoon dress 
or suit with no veil. A 
simple bouquet and just 
one attendant is 
appropriate. 

Depending on the church 
or chapel, the bride may 
walk down the aisle with 
her father or enter from the 
side door at the left of the 
altar, with the maid of 
honor following. 

The bridegroom enters 
from the right with the 
best man. For a home wedding, 
(he simplicity of an 
informal affair is beautiful. 

It is usually followed by a 
simple reception. 

The little wedding 

This is the category that 
lies somewhere between 
the informal and the Semi- 
formal wedding. 

A wedding is considered 
to be little if the guest list 
does not exceed 75 in 
number. The invitations, 
preferably, are hand¬ 
written and of course, 
informally worded. 

The bride may still look 
extremely bride-like. That 
is, she does not have to 
minimize her attire. She 


may wear the conventional 
bridal headdress and veil 
and long gown with a court 
train. 

If the wedding takes 
place before 6 p.m., the 
groom and men in the 
wedding party can 
correctly wear the dark 
business suit and four-in- 
hand ties that are muted in 
color.

Second marriage 

The bride marrying a 
second lime may follow

The bride should never 
wear white. Nor should she 
wear a veil or carry a white 
bouquet. A suit, dress or 
long gown without train is 
appropriate. Even the 
wedding cake should have 
tinted frosting. 


The ceremony usually 
includes only relatives and 
close friends. A large 
reception following is 
prefectly acceptable. 

Invitations are 
preferably informal notes. 
However, formal 
announcements are in 
order.
